Two-day ploughing festival at 
Prickwillow this weekend 
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Outdoor centre 
set for new era 


A CASH-strapped outdoor 
activity centre has been 
saved from closure thanks 
to a local charity. 

Cambridgeshire ACRE, based 
in Littleport, has teamed up with 
the management committee and 
trustees of Mepal Outdoor 
Centre to try to safeguard its 
future. 

The centre, in Chatteris Road, faced 
closure due to a lack of funds. 

The centre’s trustees were hoping 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
would loan them £85,000 - but the 
authority refused, insisting it had lent 
them enough funds over the years. 

Now Cambridgeshire ACRE’S 
management team has got involved 
and is shaping up a business plan to 
help take the centre forward. In the 
meantime, the facility remains open 
and is continuing to take bookings. 

Speaking following a meeting 
between the charity and the centre on 
Wednesday, Kirsten Bennett, chief 
executive of Cambridgeshire ACRE, 
said: “Our plan is to work 
collaboratively to overcome some of 
the current difficulties the centre has 
been facing and to begin to shape a 
business plan for taking Mepal 
Outdoor Centre forward. 

“At the heart of this initiative is our 
belief that this valuable asset should be 
safeguarded for the benefit of local 
people and the wider community.” 

Fiona Wynn, a trustee of the centre, 
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said: “This development signals the 
start of the new era for Mepal Outdoor 
Centre. 

“We now have new trustees 
committed to a turnaround plan and 
by working in partnership with 
Cambridgeshire ACRE we are 
optimistic that we can tackle the 
challenges ahead. 

“There has been a tremendous 
supportive response from the public 
and over the next months the trust will 
be promoting its membership scheme 
to allow people to get more closely 
involved.” 

The news will come as a relief to 
users of the centre, who were 
devastated after hearing it was set to 
close. 

Speaking at the time, Phil Newson, 
43, from Ely, said: “Our family is 
devastated to hear the news about 
Mepal Outdoor Centre. 

“This is not only an important 
facility for Cambridgeshire but for 
people across the UK. People of all ages 
go there from far and wide, whether it 
is to do kayaking or climbing. 

“The trustees need to do everything 
in their power to prevent the centre 
from closing. We can’t see a facility like 
this go.”

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Contract 
loss leads 
to closure 

AN ELY care group is being 
forced to close after losing 
its contract with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council. 

Angel Care, a domiciliary 
care agency, is to shut its 
offices on the Lancaster 
Way Business Park. 

The firm is being taken 
over by Chatteris-based 
Lenland Premier Care. All 
staff at Angel, which totals 
around 60 people, are said 
to be being re-employed. 

Bartrams Homecare, 
based in Sutton, is also said 
to have lost its contract, 
although no-one from the 
group was available to 
confirm what is happening. 

Nicole Potter, HR 
manager at Angel Care, 
said: “Obviously we still 
have our private clients but 
the council contract was the 
largest part of the business. 

“Our offices in Lancaster 
Way are closing and all of 
our workforce is re-locating 
to Lenland Premier Care. 

“It’s important to stress 
that residents in our care 
will not be affected by this 
move. We are told Bartrams 
have lost their contract, 
too.” 

The Weekly News tried to 
contact Bartrams but our 
calls were not returned. 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said the council’s adult 
social care service had 
recently undertaken a 
tendering exercise for home 
care services. 

He added: “As with all 
tendering processes, which 
are designed to ensure that 
the local authority secures 
services that demonstrate 
value for money, some 
organisations will be 
successful and others won’t 
be, and will no longer be 
placed on the council’s 
preferred providers list. 

“Wherever possible we 
are working with the 
successful providers to 
secure the transfer of the 
staff who deliver the care on 
a day to day basis.”

Launch day named 
by foodbank group 


A CAMPAIGN to set up a food bank 
in Ely has won so much support 
that it will open next month. 

Ely’s churches, collectively known as 
Churches Together in Ely, have been in talks 
for months about setting up a food bank. 

Now, thanks to the large level of support of 
residents, supermarkets and organisations, 
the scheme will open in the first week of 
November. 

The scheme will benefit people who live in 
Ely and who are struggling to feed 
themselves or their families. 

Those behind the initiative are now urging 
people and organisations to continue to 
support it so that it can cope with the 
expected demand. 

The Reverend Karl Relton, minister of Ely’s 
Countess Free Church, said: “Thanks to the 
overwhelming support from the whole 
community in Ely we are now in a position 
to launch the Ely Food Bank. 


“We have secured warehouse facilities at 
the Ely Forum in Barton Road and we will 
have two food distribution points - one at 
the Ely Forum and one at the Lighthouse 
Centre in Lynn Road. 

“We have more than 70 people who have 
come forward as volunteers for the project, 
which is amazing, and already food 
donations are starting to pour in. 

“Waitrose, Tesco and Sainsbury’s are all 
being extremely supportive and all three will 
have food drop-off points inside their Ely 
stores. All the city’s churches will also have 
donation points. 

“The fact that everyone is being so 
proactive and supportive with this makes it 
clear that people feel there is a need for this 
in Ely.” 

The aim of the food bank is to help local 
people who are in crisis, whether it be 
through redundancy, illness, relationship 
breakdowns, homelessness or a delay in 
benefit payments. 


To use the food bank, people will have to 
be referred to the scheme by an organisation 
and given vouchers, not simply turn up at 
the door. 

Organisations such as doctor’s surgeries, 
Ely’s job centre, the citizens’ advice bureau, 
councils and social services will be able to 
make the referrals so people who are 
experiencing food poverty are being urged to 
seek help. 

For those wanting to make food 
donations, all items should be non- 
perishable, such as pasta, rice and tinned 
foods, and items which have a considerably 
long shelf life. 

The food bank is expected to launch at Ely 
Forum on afternoon of November 9 and the 
Lighthouse Centre on the afternoon of 
November 13. This will form the opening 
pattern each week.

AWILBURTON 
student who saved his 
unconscious next 
door neighbour’s life 
by rescuing him from 
a smoke-filled 
bungalow has been 
named a “young 
village hero”. 

Kane Hawkes scooped 
the title at South 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s third 
annual community 
pride awards 
ceremony. 

The 14-year-old first- 
aider was talking to a 
friend just after 
midnight on June 4 
when he heard a fire 
alarm going off at the 
house next door in 
Handley Drive, Upper 
Cambourne. 

He saw through a 
window that 
neighbour Peter 
Huckle, a diabetes 
sufferer, had passed 
out on the floor. 

Kane dialled 999 
before fetching fellow 
neighbour Ashley 
Corbett, 28, who had a 
back door key. 
Together they carried 
Mr Huckle, 59, to 
safety, before 
emergency services 
arrived. 

Speaking at the time, 
Kane, a student at the 
Harbour School, 
described how he had 
battled through the 
smoke - while his 
mother Clair Phillips 
told how she was “very 
proud” of her son.

Palace history is revealed 


A BOOKLET has been published to 
explore the history of Ely’s largest 
medieval building. 

A History of the Bishop’s Palace at Ely: 
Prelates and Prisoners is written by 
Francis Young, assistant director of sixth- 
form at King’s Ely. 

The booldet reveals the rich history of 
Ely’s Bishop’s Palace, on Palace Green, 
which is now being used as King’s Ely’s 
new sixth-form centre. 

It draws on records in the British 
Library, Cambridge University Library 
and the Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
library. 

It also reveals that the palace in Ely was 
just one of 10 palaces once owned by the 
powerful Bishops of Ely, only two of 
which still survive intact. 

Built by Bishop Alcock in the 15th 
century, the palace was once a much 
larger complex of buildings, including a 
now-demolished great hall. 

It witnessed the turmoil of the 
Reformation and was turned into a 
prison for Catholics by Queen Elizabeth I. 

Later, Oliver Cromwell’s soldiers ripped

the lead roof off the palace to make shot 
and the building was meant to be pulled 
down. 

Miraculously it survived, and went on 
to house the Bishops of Ely until 1940 
when it became a Red Cross Hospital 
and, after the Second World War, a school 
for disabled children.

In a letter to 
Dominos, Giles 
Hughes, the district 
council’s head of 
planning, said the 
proposals were con¬ 
trary to planning 
policies. 
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Planning plea 
is handed in 


BOSSES of a furniture 
store want planning 
conditions to be waived 
so their business can 
prosper. 

Reeds Furniture and Bed 
Centre opened on Ely’s 
Lancaster Way Business Park in 
2008 after being granted 
planning permission by East 
Cambs District Council. 

However, numerous cond¬ 
itions were imposed as part of 
the proposals being approved, 
including that the business had 
restricted retail use for five years 
from the date it opened. 

There are also certain 
conditions controlling the 
amount of floor space Reeds is 
able to use and the range of 
products it offers. 

Now bosses at Reeds, which 
employs seven staff, want those 
three planning conditions to be 
set aside so that the business 
can continue to grow and more 
jobs could also be provided at 
the store. 

In a statement to the council, 
the firm’s agents said: “The 
retention of the existing retail 
use will ensure the long-term 
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future and survival of Reeds 
Furniture and Bed Centre in Ely, 
which provides shoppers in East 
Cambs with a viable alternative 
location for the purchase of 
bulky comparison household 
goods other than Cambridge or 
Newmarket. 

“The presence of such a store 
on the edge of Ely attracts 
visitors to the business park and 
then on in to Ely city centre. 

“In addition to the benefits to 
consumers and the city centre, 
the existing store employs seven 
people and ensures employ¬ 
ment in the haulage, shipping 
and manufacturing industries 
within the district and beyond. 

“It is proposed that condition 
one, which restricts the retail 
use for five years from October 
3, 2008, be removed given that 
the site has operated without an 
adverse effect on Ely city centre 
for the last three-and-a-half 
years. 

“In light of the above and the 
continued unavailability of 
alternative retail units, of the 


scale and quality required, there 
is no justification for the 
existing temporary trading 
restriction or similarly the need 
for a further temporary per¬ 
mission.” 

As well as wanting the five- 
year retail restrictions to be 
lifted, bosses also want to be 
able to use 90 per cent of the 
premises as retail and to be able 
to sell furniture, soft furn¬ 
ishings, flooring, home wares, 
lighting and linens. 

The agents added: “In 
addition to the removal of 
condition one, it is proposed 
that the range of products that 
can be sold and the percentage 
of the building over which these 
items can be retailed be 
extended to secure the 
continued success and survival 
of the existing established 
employer. 

“Based on the proposed 
changes to the existing 
conditions, it is estimated that a 
further 14 jobs will be created.” 

An application has now been 
sen to the district council, 
which will make the final 
decision.

Play park closes down 
after vandalism attack 


A CHILDREN’S park in 
Ely has closed after a 
piece of play equipment 
was wrecked by vandals. 

The entire site in Kilkenny 
Avenue has been made out of 
bounds after a single piece of 
the equipment was damaged. 

RAF Lakenheath, which is 
responsible for the park, 
commonly known as Ely’s 
‘American park’, insists the 
whole area needed to be 
closed to keep families safe. 

But residents are dis¬ 
appointed and insist that just

cordoned off. 

Mum-of-two Charlotte 
Loraine, of nearby Davison 
Road, said: “I don’t see why the 
whole park needs to be closed. 

“Usually if a piece of play 
equipment in a park is dam¬ 
aged or broken then that piece 
of equipment is closed off and 
children are allowed to play on 
the other pieces. 

“There are locks on the gate 
and signs up all over the place 
- it all seems a bit dramatic. 

“I hope it’s re-opened as 
soon as possible as it’s one of 
Ely’s best play areas and my 


kids love it.” 

Sophie Dye, of Williams 
Close, fears the park may be 
closed for good. 

She said: “I took my children 
there the other afternoon and 
it was all closed, with big signs 
up warning people not to 
enter. 

“I hope it hasn’t been shut 
for good as that has happened 
in the past, and it’d be a shame 
as there aren’t many other play 
areas this end of Ely.” 

But a spokeswoman for RAF 
Lakenheath insists the park 
will re-open soon. 

She said: “A piece of play 


equipment in the park was 
vandalised and damaged so 
that’s why it has been closed. 

“We have closed the whole 
area so that nobody hurts 
themselves and it will re-open 
as soon as the new parts we 
are waiting for have arrived. 

“We’re not sure when it will 
re-open but it will be soon. We 
apologise for any incon¬ 
venience.” 

The park hit the headlines 
this summer after residents 
said rubbish was not being 
collected regularly enough. 

That issue is now said to 
have improved.

Man died after falling down stairs in his home 


A MAN who had tried to commit 
suicide in the past may not have 
intended to end his life on the 
day he died, a coroner ruled. 
Simon Duffen, 46, had suffered 
with bipolar personality disorder 
and depression and had taken 
drug overdoses in the past. 

On October 30 last year his body 


was found at his home in New 
Barns Avenue, Ely. 

But an inquest heard although 
Mr Duffen did have high levels 
of paracetamol in his system 
when he died, he had also 
suffered a “nasty laceration” to 
his head caused by a fall down 
the stairs at his home. Traces of 


blood showed he had gashed his 
head open on the corner of the 
bottom step. 

William Morris, coroner, 
recorded a narrative verdict that: 
“Mr Duffen died following a fall 
down stairs at home, from the 
effects of a head injury and a 
drugs overdose”.

A DAD whose godson is battling 
an aggressive brain tumour is 
hoping to help brighten up the 
lives of other terminally-ill 
children. 

Father-of-three lamie Hills, from Soham, 
is taking part in the Royal Parks 
Foundation Half Marathon on Sunday to 
raise money for the Starlight Children’s 
Foundation. 

The foundation is a national charity 
which grants once-in-a-lifetime wishes for 
seriously ill children, as well as providing 
children’s entertainment in hospitals and 
hospices.

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Safety warnings 
made on baskets

HANGING baskets 
could be banned 
from being attached 
to Ely’s street lights 
because of health 
and safety fears. 

The Ely in Bloom 
Committee started to 
hang floral baskets on 
streetlight columns in the 
city centre for the first 
time this summer. 

But Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s health 
and safety chiefs have 
warned committee 
members they may have 
to remove them in case 
they fall and harm 
someone. 

Discussions between 
both authorities are 
ongoing but the 
committee, which is part 
of the City of Ely Council, 
fears it might be asked to 
pay for tests to determine 
the strength of each light 
column. 

It comes just weeks 
after the City of Ely 
Council’s Christmas 
Lights Committee was 
told it would have to pay 
around £4,000 to check 
the strength of all the 
lamppost fittings for the 
city’s festive display. 

The committee, which 
cannot afford to pay the 
money, has now decided 
to avoid attaching the 
lights to lampposts- 
something which comm¬ 
ittee chairman, Cllr Jenny 
Chaplin, is “disapp¬ 
ointed” about. 

Cllr Chaplin, who is 
also a member of the Ely 
in Bloom Committee, 
said: “The rules seem to 
be getting pettier and

pettier. We understand 
there have to be health 
and safety rules but every 
year we do our own 
checks for both the 
Christmas lights and the 
hanging baskets. I can’t 
help but feel that the 
county council is being 
over the top. 

“As far as the Christmas 
lights are concerned, we 
can’t afford to pay for the 
checks so have decided 
to avoid attaching any 
lights to lampposts at all. 

“We can obviously 
attach the lights to 
gutters but I am worried 
the lights might have to 
be scaled back. 

“It’s just so sad and 
disappointing. We all give 
up our time to make Ely a 
better place to be and 
there are always hurdles

Farm life fine for Kate

A WOMAN who moved to 
Cambridgeshire to escape city life 
has set up a new business to 
celebrate the region’s produce and 
meats. 

Kate Walker swapped her stilettos for 
wellies around two years ago when she 
moved from London to Soham. 

Now she and her partner, Peter Ridson, 
have not only set up a smallholding but 
also a new business, Hoppington Pallaby 
Ltd, which offers online sales of locally- 
raised beef, lamb and pork. 

All the meats being sold are from farms 
in East Anglia, including Abbey Farm in 
Wicken, and as Christmas approaches, 
turkeys and geese from Great Grove Farm 
in Norfolk will be available too. 

Kate, who used to work in the media 
business in London, said: “It’s very difficult 
for farmers, especially in this economic 
climate. Farming is a full-time job with 
very long hours. To add to that the jobs of 
marketing, sales and deliveries can be 
almost too much, so we thought we could

do that for them. 

“We hope the convenience of having just 
one website to visit and just one payment 
to make, even though the food will come 
from all over the region, might help the 
people who would love to buy this kind of 
produce but don’t have time to trawl 
around the countryside for hours every 
weekend, tracking it down themselves." 

After Christmas, the couple hope to sell 
local cheeses, preserves and vegetables 
too.

Sleeping drunk is fined £50 


POLICE officers were called to a drunk who 
had fallen asleep in the grounds of Ely 
Cathedral, a court heard. 

David Williams, 56, of Windmill Close, Ely, 
was seen by members of the public on May 22 
and concerns were raised about his welfare. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting at a hearing of 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court last Thursday, 
said: “Officers woke him up and found he had 
urinated himself and was very drunk. 

“Because of his behaviour he was issued 
with a fixed penalty notice for being drunk in 
a public place, but he has never paid it.” 

Maryam Iskarous, mitigating, said her 


client suffers from a condition in which his 
brain is damaged as a result of vitamin 
deficiency. 

She said: “His condition can cause stability, 
incontinence and memory problems and he 
thought that would excuse his actions so 
didn’t feel he should have to pay. But it is clear 
he was drunk and he was in a public place, 
and he is sorry for wasting the court’s time.” 

Williams admitted being drunk and 
incapable in a public place and was ordered 
to pay a £50 fine, £35 court costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

Turning Japanese 


T HE beauty and 
poetry of the 
snowbound 

landscapes and pastimes 
of Japan are being 
explored at the 
Fitzwilliam Museum in 
Cambridge in an 
exhibition of stunning 
woodblock prints which 
is sure to get you excited 
about the coming of our 
own winter. 

With snow a regular feature 
of life in Japan - where winds 
from Siberia blow clouds onto 
the central mountain ranges, 
resulting in half the country 
turning white each winter - 
Japanese artists have long 
responded to the beauty of a 
world changed by frozen 
forms and stilled by a blanket 
of snow 

This selection of prints by 
artists such as Hokusai and 
Hiroshige includes stories 
from poetry and myth of

YOU’RE never too old in 
Hollywood for a big screen 
renaissance. 

At the tender age of 56, Irish actor 
Liam Neeson unexpectedly 
reinvigorated his career as a tough- 
talking action man in the testosterone- 
fuelled thriller Taken. 

It was a film that gained a cult 
following for its wanton brutality, 
outrageous set pieces and the 
unstinting determination of the lead 
character, who famously promised 
kidnappers holding his daughter: “I will 
find you, and I will kill you”. 

True to his word, former CIA field 
operative Bryan Mills punched, kicked 
and shot every bad guy within a 10- 
mile radius of Paris. 

Now the ‘old’ man with the fists of 
fury returns in Taken 2, which 
dispatches the same characters to 


Istanbul for another explosive game of 
cat and mouse. 

Mills (Neeson) continues to be 
protective of his daughter Kim (Maggie 
Grace), who he rescued from Albanian 


her mother Lenore (Famke Janssen). 

When Lenore’s current partner 
storms out, Bryan suggests his ex-wife 
and daughter join him in Turkey for a 


few days of sight-seeing and relaxation. 

But little does the former agent 
realise that Murad (Rade Serbedzija), 
the father of one of the Albanian brutes 
he killed in the first film, has amassed a 
small army to abduct and torture Bryan 
and his loved ones. 

Director Olivier Megaton delivers 
more slam-bang thrills than the first 
instalment, embracing the 
preposterousness of a centrepiece car 
sequence which sees the hero’s 
daughter, who has failed her driving 
test, perform high-speed manoeuvres 
through the winding streets of the 
bustling Turkish metropolis. 

Taken 2 is a film that doesn’t take 
itself seriously, from the protracted set¬ 
up about Kim’s inability to parallel park 
to her transformation into a gun-toting 
chip off the old block. 

Neeson growls his lines with suitable 
menace, physically suffering for his 
low-brow art as he is beaten to a 
bloody pulp while protecting his loved 
ones.

Blazing the trail for autumn

GARDENING*

A RICH tapestry of 
colour should be 
enveloping our 
landscape over the next few 
weeks as leaves turn golden, 
orange and even red, thanks 
to a massive growth of 
foliage during the wet 
summer followed by cold 
nights. 

The trees and other plants which 
will be providing us with 
magnificent hues include the 
maple and Japanese maple, native 
oak trees, Nyssa sinensis and 
Parrotia persica (Persian 
ironwood). The winter-flowering 
cherry, stag’s horn sumach, sorbus 
(wild mountain ash) and varieties 
of cornus can also paint a palette 
of vivid colours. 

Following a wet summer, the 
recent warm weather has resulted 
in the production of lots of 


chlorophyll and increased sugar 
levels in trees. When the night-time 
temperature falls, it sends a 
message to the tree to stop growing 
and then the leaves will start 
turning, breaking down the 
chlorophyll to reveal autumnal 
pigments in shades of red, orange 
and yellow. 

Venturing out on autumn walks 
may give you inspiration to grow 
some colourful specimens in your 
own garden. Maple, vine and 
mahonia leaves offer shades of red, 
while sedum flowerheads provide 
subtle russet tones which will stay 


on the plant well into winter. 

In larger gardens use trees 
carefully so that their rich hues are 
a highlight rather than just a small 
part of an extremely busy planting 
scheme. Keep green as your main 
colour in the garden, as if you cram 
it with coloured foliage it can be far 
from restful. 

Some trees take on more refined, 
subtle shades, such as yellow birch 
(Betula alleghaniensis) with its 
beautiful buttery yellow foliage, or 
the common beech (Fagus 
sylvatica), which turns a glorious 
shade of copper. 


If you are going to plant a maple, 
avoid planting it in windy, exposed 
sites as its fragile leaves will be 
shredded. The best time to plant is 
autumn, when the soil is still 
warm, to give the trees time to 
establish before winter sets in. 

Maples thrive in well-drained 
soil enriched with some well- 
rotted garden compost and will do 
well in full sun or dappled shape, 
and are ideal growing in the gentle 
shade of larger trees, provided their 
planting hole isn’t completely 
swamped with the roots of the 
larger specimen. Dig in leafmould 
to give the tree a boost. They 
shouldn’t need much pruning, just 
snip out any dead shoot tips as the 
buds begin to open in spring. 

Here are five of the best trees 
which you shouldn’t be without in 
autumn: 

■ Cornus kousa ‘Satom’: This 
amazing flowering dogwood offers 
something for every season. In 
autumn the leaves turn fiery red 
and orange, while large, deep-pink, 
star-shaped bracts appear in late 
spring. It also bears strawberry-like 
fruits in late summer that continue 
into winter. 

■ Nyssa sinensis: The deciduous 
leaves on the Chinese tupelo 
provide a wide array of autumn 
colours, from mellow yellows to 
fiery reds. It thrives in acid soil and 
you'll need to give it plenty of room 
as it grows up to 10m (30ft) in 


height and width. 

■ Sorbus x ’Joseph Rock’: This 
popular small tree was introduced 
to the west after it was found in 
China in the early 20th century by 
the famed plant hunter, Joseph 
Rock. This Chinese mountain ash 
has cool green, feather-like leaves 
which turn fabulous shades of 
blood red in autumn before falling. 
Its stunning autumn colour is 
complimented by large clusters of 
bright yellow fruit. 

■ Euonymus europaeus ’Red 
Cascade’: Seen either as a shrub or 
trained as a small tree, this form of 
our native hedgerow spindle 
boasts a combination of bright red 
autumn foliage, turning purple as 
it ages, which colours at the same 
time as its generous crops of red 
and orange fruits. It’s an adaptable 
plant, happy in most reasonable 
soils in sun or light shade and 
growing to 3m (10ft). 

■ Katsura (Cercidiphyllum 
japonicum): The heart-shaped 
green leaves of this dainty 
woodland tree turn to rich colours 
of yellow, orange and red leaves in 
autumn and produce the sweet 
scent of caramel or candyfloss as 
they fall. This tree, which works 
well as a stand-alone specimen, 
should be planted in soil enriched 
with organic matter in a sheltered 
spot, as the coppery young leaves 
are prone to spring frost damage.

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Winds of change as 148.7mph all-electric Nemesis breaks UK land speed record 


THE team behind a supercar 
powered by energy from wind 
turbines believe they have 
smashed the UK land-speed 
record for an electric car. 

The Nemesis, driven by Nick 
Ponting, 21, hit 148.7mph 
during a run at Elvington 
airfield, near York, last week. 

This breaks the record of 
137mph set by Don Wales, the 
grandson of speed ace Sir 
Malcolm Campbell, 10 years 
ago. 

But the achievement still 
needs to be ratified by the 
Motor Sports Association 
before the record can be 
officially declared. 

The makers of the Nemesis 
say it is the first electric 
supercar to be built in the UK 
and they hope it will “smash the 
stereotype” of electric-powered 


cars as boring and slow. 

It is the brainchild of Dale 
Vince, founder of green 
electricity company Ecotricity, 
of Stroud, Gloucestershire. 

“We built the Nemesis to 
smash the stereotype of electric 
cars as something Noddy 
would drive - slow, boring, not 
cool,” Vince says. 

He added that the Nemesis is 
powered entirely by electricity 
generated by Ecotricity’s net¬ 
work of 53 UK-based wind 
turbines.lt was designed and 
built in less than two years by a 
team of leading British motor- 
sport engineers in Norfolk. 

The car began life as a 
second-hand Lotus Exige 
bought on eBay and rebuilt from 
the ground up. 

Vince said he wanted to 
stimulate a debate about how 


everyone will move around 
when the world runs out of oil. 

He said the Nemesis is 
capable of 0-1 OOmph in 8.5 
seconds and, on paper, is 
capable of topping 200mph. 

The Nemesis can travel from 
100-150 miles between 
charges, depending on driving 
style, and can be charged from 
empty in less than 30 minutes. 

Ponting, who lives in Glouces¬ 
ter and works for an estate 
agency in Stroud, has had many 
years of experience racing a 
range of cars since his teens. 

He said the amazing thing 
about the car was its consistent 
acceleration at all speeds. 

Last summer Mr Wales 
attempted to break his own 
record but ran into trouble on 
the beach at Pendine Sands in 
Carmarthenshire.

RIGHT now the automotive circus 
has moved to Paris, which by any 
measure should make it one of the 
most style-packed shows of the 
year, writes Matt Joy. 

Judging by the list of debuts, it has the 
potential to punch above its weight: more 
than 20 production cars will debut this 
year as well as the usual slew of concepts. 

But it’s the British and the German 
manufacturers that pull the biggest crowds 
in Paris. McLaren will reveal for the first 
time its PI hypercar that sits above the 
MP4-12C in its range, while the slightly 
more humble Jaguar F-Type will be seen in 
final production form.
